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OPPOSITION 
STIRS OVER 
DEEP CUTS 

Scale of grant reductions alarm councils and unions

WIDESPREAD industrial action 
could be on the horizon as town 
halls across Kent feel the effects of 
budget cuts that are deeper than 
the national average. 

Despite council finance chiefs admitting the 
2011/12 cuts were worse than expected, their 
predictions for the coming weeks are that 
things could get even worse as reductions con¬ 
tinue to come through from the Government. 

Leading unions, including Unison and 
Unite, have responded with plans for a co-ordi¬ 
nated response called Kent - Save our 
Services, Unions and Community Together, to 
build mass opposition to the cuts. 

Government figures released this week 
revealed Kent County Council would see a for¬ 
mula grant reduction of 1.82 per cent next 
year, but Cllr John Simmonds, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance, said the total figure was more 
around the nine per cent mark - well above 
the 4.4 per cent national average. 

This is because the 1.82 per cent figure does 
not take into account cuts to separate grants 


set aside for specific functions. 

Cllr Simmonds urged unions to wait for the 
January budget to see how the authority will 
deal with the situation, adding that informa¬ 
tion was still trickling through from the 
Coalition Government. 

“We’ve lost about nine per cent, but what 
we’ve found is that education grants have dis¬ 
appeared - that makes up another £10 million 
that we’ve lost - which would push the loss up 
to about 10 per cent,” he said. 

“We’ve got to find £90 million in the next 
year. I think this is manageable because we 
have contingency plans in place.” 

Vulnerable 

The amount forms part of the £340m sav¬ 
ings needed at KCC over the next four years, 
where some 1,500 to 1,600 posts will be cut. 

Mr Simmonds said the council would ensure 
key areas such as vulnerable children and 
adult services would be protected, but admit¬ 
ted there would be cutbacks in other areas 
although he could not specify where. 

“The grant reductions were slightly worse 
than expected and so we have to look at what 
we are able to maintain and look at shortfalls 
we’ve got,” he said. 

“We’re still deciding how to deal with this. 


We’ve always said that if funding is stopped 
then we stop doing it, but we have to look at 
what this represents.” 

Cllr Simmonds said it was not clear which 
education funding had gone, but hinted it 
looked as though it was early years interven¬ 
tion grants. Finance chiefs at Medway Council 
- which must find £50m savings in the next 
four years - said they were also concerned 
about the grant reductions but, like KCC, said 
the Government’s figure of 3.57 per cent was 
not accurate. 

Deputy leader Cllr Alan Jarrett said it was 
closer to 10 per cent. “The situation is very con¬ 
cerning and worse than we predicted,” he said. 
“We will have £4m less than we thought. We 
will have a budget gap next year of £19.5m.” 

Cllr Jarrett added that advice from local gov¬ 
ernment secretary Eric Pickles for councils to 
use cash reserves was not sustainable and 
“absolutely ludicrous”. 

“Part of my job is to minimise the risk to 
frontline services,” he said. “We must make 
sure statutory services are provided and that 
we have a review of the organisation and 
administration to make efficiency savings.” 

Cllr Jarrett said he expected a substantial

number of job losses on top of the 104 
predicted, but would not say exactly 
how many. He also warned off poten¬ 
tial rebellion, stating it would not 
help the situation. 

“How we deal with the situation, 
that’s the challenge. I don’t see how 
unions will change anything.” 

But a Unison official said members 
will be meeting regularly and seeking 
encouragement from community 
groups in a battle to save jobs and 
services. 


“Our aim is to work to build mass 
opposition to the cuts within Kent,” 
she said. 

“We will be holding public meetings 
across the county during January and 
February, arming communities with 
information to highlight the truth 
behind the Government’s rhetoric and 
to lobby against the cuts.” 

Kent’s district and borough authori¬ 
ties were also hit with big reductions, 
with Ashford, Shepway and Thanet 
seeing the largest losses in its share of 
funding from the Government.

JP attacks Government’s 
magistrates closure plan 


A CONTROVERSIAL decision to 
close two of Kent’s magistrates’ 
courts has been met with fury by a 
senior JP, writes Marijke Cox. 

Chris Stanley, chairman of the Kent 
Magistrates’ Association, said the move was 
not in line with the Coalition’s Big Society 
notion and accused ministers of failing to 
take into consideration strong representa¬ 
tions made by opponents. 

He spoke to KOS Media after the 
announcement that 93 magistrates’ courts - 
one in Ashford and one in Sittingboume - 
and 49 county courts, including Ashford and 
Gravesend - were being shut down. 

The Ministry of Justice hopes to save at 
least £15 million a year in running costs plus 
an extra £22m in building maintenance. 

But Mr Stanley joined others in voicing his 
disapproval, stating it would end up creating 
unforeseen expenses. 

“Take Ashford, for example, where there are 


about 20 solicitors that appear at the magis¬ 
trates’ court working with legal aid clients,” 
he said. 

“Now they will have to travel to Folkestone 
or Canterbury, creating extra expense 
through payment for their travelling time.” 

Mr Stanley said one of his primary con¬ 
cerns was for victims and witnesses having to 
travel longer distances to get to the courts. 

“This isn’t just about offenders,” he said. 

“This is about families, witnesses, solicitors 
and other people involved. 

“I’m in favour of justice being run locally, 
with local solicitors in local courts with local 
magistrates. Everyone local knows what goes 
on in their area - this whole change goes 
against the Government’s Big Society idea.” 

Mr Stanley said strong representations 
were made by himself, senior judges and oth¬ 
ers from the justice sector against the plans. 

One proposal was to consider shutting 
Dover Magistrates’ instead, where, according 
to Mr Stanley, the court is underused and 
Folkestone Magistrates’ not too far away. 


“It seemed like the decision to close Ashford 
and Sittingboume had already been made - 
it was a foregone conclusion and our repre¬ 
sentations wouldn’t change anything,” he 
said. 

Gordon Henderson, MP for Sittingboume 
and Sheppey, had also been campaigning 
against the closures and raised the subject in 
the House of Commons. 

Speaking after the closure announcement, 
he said: “I am very disappointed at the deci¬ 
sion, which flies in the face of logic and has 
ignored a mountain of evidence that shows 
clearly that its closure will bring real hard¬ 
ship to people living in parts of my con¬ 
stituency. 

“The delivery of justice will now become a 
public transport lottery, with journeys from 
eastern Sheppey to Medway taking at least 
three hours. 

“Ministers insist that their proposals will 
make the justice system better and more effi¬ 
cient. Such statements simply insult the 
intelligence of my constituents.” 


DOVER coastguard station will form a 
key part of a new slimline search and 
rescue service if radical new proposals 
get the go-ahead. 

The Department for Transport has put 
forward plans to close more than half 
the country’s coastguard stations and 
have only three that are operational 24 
hours a day. 

Staffing levels will also be slashed 
from 491 to 248, although this will see 
the number of regular coastguards sup¬ 
porting RNLI volunteers increase from 
80 to 105. 

The plans will introduce new technol¬ 
ogy f° help integrate the remaining 
coastguard stations and ensure a quali-

ty service is retained. Dover and Deal’s 
Conservative MP Charlie Elphicke said 
he was “over the moon”. 

“I have been fighting to ensure the 
station was protected and it has been - 
the minister rang to tell me,” he said. 

“I am over the moon at the news. The 


Dover Strait is the busiest shipping lane 
in Europe, then there is the ferry traffic. 

“If, heaven forbid, we do see an acci¬ 
dent the coastguards in Dover would be 
vital when it comes to co-ordinating the 
rescue. In a shipping disaster, speed 
saves lives.” 

Mr Elphicke did not feel the station 
would be put under too much pressure 
because of the closures elsewhere. 

“Figures show there are about 11,000 
people working for the coastguard and 
some 300 maritime accidents a year, so 
staff should be able to cope,” he said. 

“But we could not have afforded to 
lose the Dover station. Efficiency sav¬ 
ings can be made elsewhere.” 
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Family’s life sentence 

T reebv brothers found auiltv of uncle’s murder

TWO brothers who murdered their 
uncle over a land dispute have 
been sentenced to life in prison. 

Billy Treeby Jnr, 30, and George Treeby, 23, 
formerly of Queen Street, Paddock Wood, will 
each spend at least 23 years in prison after 
being found guilty of killing 43-year-old Jack 
Treeby. 

Their mother, Charity Treeby, will serve 
eight years for the attempted murder of 
Jack’s brother Gary Treeby during the fren¬ 
zied attack on December 27,2009. 

The sentences come just three days after 
the brothers’ father, Bill Treeby, 50, commit¬ 
ted suicide in his cell at Elmley Prison, 
Sheppey, following the guilty verdict. 

During the tragic incident in Quany Road, 
Tovil, Jack was run over and killed by a Range 
Rover driven by members of his family. 

Gary Treeby, 40, was shot with a shot gun 
before being badly beaten with an iron bar. 

Maidstone Crown Court was filled with 
family and friends of both the offenders and 
the victims while armed police were also on 
standby. 

Judge Andrew Patience told the court of his 
sympathy to the family following Bill 
Treeby’s death last Sunday, but instructed 
the jury not to feel anything but proud of the 
service they have given the court. 

He said: “I cannot allow this sympathy to 
deflect me from my duty. 

“The tragic events of the weekend have 
brought to you the stark reality of your own 
crimes. 

“An aggravating factor in this case is the

planning and preparation. You planned your 
revenge and to seek out Gary and Jack for an 
attack. 

“Checks were made and shotguns were 
brought with you. 

“That night you brought lawlessness and 
terror to a quiet Maidstone street. 

“A shotgun was discharged a number of 
times, endangering the lives of innocent peo¬ 
ple who may have been there. 

Judge Patience continued: 'You then fled 
like cowards to areas of Kent, Sussex and 
Hampshire before giving yourselves up. 

“Jack was run over repeatedly and left to 
die, Gary was shot and beaten. 


“(That night) a life was needlessly wasted.” 

During the 10-week trial the jury heard how 
a family dispute over land and a drunken 
slanging match in the Harrow Pub, Lidsing, 
led to the killing of Jack Treeby. 

A CCTV camera in Quany Road captured 
much of the incident while audio tracks 
obtained from another camera were also used 
as evidence to convict the three men of murder. 

After sentencing the judge commended the 
police investigation team for their work. 

Det Chief Insp Rob Vinson from Kent 
Police’s Serious Crime Directorate said: “This 
was a family dispute that erupted into vio¬ 
lence leaving one man dead and his brother 
shot down by members of his own family. 

“With the weapons used and the reckless 
attitude of those involved, we are thankful 
that no one else was seriously injured. 

“I am pleased that a jury found all four 
guilty of their part in the events of that night 
and they will be going to prison for a long time.” 

Billy Treeby Jnr and George Treeby also 
received 14-year sentences for the attempted 
murder of Gary Treeby, to run concurrently. 


Sorry tail of vet 
who docked pups 

A VET who caused unnecessary suffering to 
13 puppies has been ordered to pay a total of 
£42,700. 

David Smith, 60, from Deal, was found guilty 
of docking the Rottweilers’ tales - which has 
been illegal since 2007 - at the request of the 
owner of a security firm. 

Smith, who works at the Lakeview 
Veterinary Practice in Folkestone, claimed 
during a seven-day trial that Rottweilers fell 
into the docking category because they were 
traditionally used for hunting and are working 
dogs. 

He was fined £2,000 for carrying out the pro¬ 
cedures and £1,300 for causing unnecessary 
suffering, and was also ordered to pay a stag¬ 
gering £39,400 court costs. 

Smith’s case will now be referred to the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

Lorry driver dies 
in M20 incident 

A LORRY driver died after his vehicle 
careered off the M20 and rolled down an 
embankment. 

The 57-year-old German man was airlifted 
to hospital following the crash, which took 
place near J8 (Leeds Castle) at about 8am on 
Wednesday (December 15), but died later that 
day.

■ UNEMPLOYMENT is on the increase again 
in Kent after new figures revealed a jobless 
rise of 167. 

According to the Office for National Statistics, 
the number of people claiming jobseekers’ 
allowance in Kent and Medway stood at 30,343 
on November 11. 

The biggest increases were in Swale (up 106), 
Dover (up 77), Thanet (up 75) and Shepway (up 

71). 

Medway saw a decrease of 51 to 6,001. 


Eleven human trafficking 
suspects arrested in raids 


A MAJOR police crackdown on “modern day 
slaver/’ in east Kent has resulted in the 
arrests of 11 people. 

Officers from the Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate carried out dawn raids on 
Wednesday as part of a two-year investiga¬ 
tion into a criminal network believed to be 
involved in human trafficking, theft, fraud 
and money laundering. 

Police also rescued 19 victims and took 
them to a centre in Canterbury where they 
are being offered help and advice from a 
number of agencies. 

Six of those arrested - all men - are from 
Thanet, with two men and two women from 
Canterbury. The final suspect is a man from 
Surrey. 

“These criminals prey on and exploit 
migrant workers, effectively running a mod¬ 
ern-day slavery operation,” said Det Chief 


Insp Andrea Bishop. 

“A key part of the work we have done over 
the last few days is to work with a number of 
partner agencies to help victims break the 
grip this gang has on them, and we are giv¬ 
ing them all the help and support they need 
so they can rebuild their lives free from this 
tyranny.” 

The Serious Crime Directorate was assist¬ 
ed in the investigation by the Gangmasters 
Licensing Authority, which was set up to 
indentify and tackle worker exploitation in 
the agricultural industry. 

Director of strategy Darryl Dixon said: “It 
is an offence to supply labour without a 
licence. 

“Often overseas workers may not even 
know they are being exploited. The GLA will 
therefore determine if they are, and pursue 
unlicensed activity through to prosecution.” 
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Campus study casts doubt 
on Olympic legacy claims 


THE 2012 Olympics are likely to fail in creating a 
new wave of mass participation in sport, claims a 
scholar from Canterbury Christ Church University. 

Professor Mike Weed, who has written a paper 
on the legacy plan for the London games, says 
he doubts the event will suddenly inspire those 
who have never played sport before. 

His findings are based on research conducted 
by the university’s Centre for Sport, PE and 
Activity Research (Spear). 

“The plan is likely to provide a lasting legacy for 
sport,” said Prof Weed. “Undoubtedly new facili¬ 
ties and fields are likely to be well used. But they 
will mostly provide for people who already partic¬ 


ipate in sport. It’s unlikely to encourage people 
who don’t already play sport to do so. Providing 
facilities for people who already play to play more 
may be a legitimate policy goal, but we should be 
clear that people playing more often is not the 
same as more people playing.” 


A key part of the Olympic legacy planned by 
the Government is the launch of a national 
School Olympics based on the model of the suc¬ 
cessful Kent School Games. Research collected 
by Spear on behalf of the Department for Health 
has shown that there are two phenomena that 


influence people when it comes to deciding 
whether to actively participate after watching 
large-scale sporting events. 

The first is the festival effect, where people are 
inspired by the carnival atmosphere of the 
Olympics; and the second is the demonstration 
effect, where the world’s top athletes are the 
source of inspiration. 

Prof Weed said: “A demonstration effect can 
only inspire those who have previously or now 
currently participate in sport to do so more. 

“What it categorically does not do is have any 
effect whatsoever on those who have never par¬ 
ticipated in sport.” 


Sit-in students vow to 
keep up the pressure

ANGER over tuition fee increases 
continues to rumble on as stu¬ 
dents refuse to back down on 
protests over Christmas. 

It follows weeks of unrest within the high¬ 
er education sector where students have 
staged mass protests in response to the 
Government’s move to allow universities to 
increase fees up to £9,000. 

About 200 campaigners are involved in a 
sit-in at the University of Kent’s Senate 
building in Canterbury, with protesters plan¬ 
ning to continue over the Christmas holidays. 

Helen Wood, president of the university’s 
union, said students were feeling let down. 

She said they were also disappointed their 
vice-chancellor supported the rise in fees. 

Miss Wood said: ‘We spoke to our con¬ 
stituency MP [Julian Brazier] and he agreed 
with us but voted with his party. 

“We’re not stopping the protest. We’re going 
to try to overturn the tuition fee rise and 
campaign against higher education cuts.” 

The 22-year-old said students respected 
Mark Reckless, MP for Rochester and 
Strood, for voting against the proposals. 

Fantastic 

Miss Wood said: “It was fantastic to see him 
follow his values. We have a Medway campus 
and it was important for him to do this. 

“With Tracey Crouch [Chatham and 
Aylesford MP], it would have been better for 
her to vote against, but we were still pleased 
she abstained.” 

Miss Wood warned of the increased pres¬ 
sures on universities where the next genera¬ 
tion of students would demand more as a 
result of the higher fees. 

“They will want more contact time with 
tutors, better libraries with more books - they 
will be looking at the whole package,” she said. 

She also warned of additional pressures 
faced due to cuts in Government funding. 

This was echoed by a lecturers’ union, 
which warned that Canterbury Christ 
Church was one of 23 universities in the 
country at high risk due to the combination 
of increased tuition fees and reduced grants. 

According to a study by the University and 
College Union, 40 per cent of the institution’s 
funding comes from Government, 34 per cent 
of students are from lower socio-economic 
backgrounds and only 2.2 per cent of stu¬ 
dents are from oversees. 

The study said the university spends £19.6 
million on teaching, 97.6 per cent of which 
would no longer be paid for if Government 
proposals go forward. 

But a spokesman at Christ Church said no 
institution could predict its future financial 
position until the sector had absolute clarity 
on the fee policy and until the Government’s 
higher education White Paper is published. 

Tuition fee plans were voted through last 
week despite mass protests in Westminster 
meaning that from 2012 universities will be

able to raise their charges to as much as 
£9,000 a year. The bill also included changes to 
the payback threshold, where students won’t 
have to pay anything back until they earn 
£21,000 - a rise from the current £15,000. 

One of Kent’s newest MPs, Mark Reckless 
(Con), rebelled against his own party, saying 
he could not justify supporting the motion. 

He said: “I was one of the 302 who voted 
against. Five other Conservative and 21 
Liberal Democrat colleagues joined me in the 
‘No’ lobby.” 

His Medway colleague Ms Crouch, who 
won the Chatham and Aylesford seat in May, 
chose to abstain. She said although she dis¬ 
agreed with the £9,000 cap, she chose to 
abstain rather than vote against due to her 
support of other new measures being intro¬ 
duced, such as the £21,000 threshold. 

Mr Reckless, however, said he found it dif¬ 
ficult to justify the suddenness of the move 
where one student may be required to pay 
£3,000, and another, just a year later, expect¬ 
ed to pay two or three times more. 

Justify 

“I also believe we should make decisions 
and whenever possible try and explain those 
likely decisions before an election, rather 
than use a report from someone who is not 
elected, however distinguished, to justify a 
decision [the Browne Report]. 

“I was impressed by the students who put 
their case to me on this issue. They asked me 
why they should have to pay so much when 
Welsh and Scottish and in many cases EU 
students did not have to pay at all. 

“I then showed David Willetts, the univer¬ 
sities minister, statistics showing that 46 per 
cent of EU students due to repay a loan from 
the British taxpayer were in default. 

“I have also asked ministers how they can 
justify an 80 per cent decrease in grant to 
universities in the context of a 60 per cent 
increase in our net payments to the EU. 

“I cannot justify it and voted accordingly.”

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Cliff leap tragedy 

A STUDENT jumped off a cliff at a notorious 
suicide spot after twice running towards the 
edge, an inquest concluded. 

James Handley, 24, from Folkestone, fell 
300ft to his death at Beachy Head, East 
Sussex, in September, last year. 

The inquest heard Mr Handley had been 
sectioned under the Mental Health Act having 
suffered a history of related problems. 

East Sussex coroner Alan Craze said Mr 
Handley took his own life while the balance of 
his mind was disturbed. 

■ A BENEFITS cheat has been prosecuted 
after fiddling nearly £5,000. Rachel 
Killington, 29, from Sittingbourne, was sentenced 
to 80 hours’ community service after continuing 
to claim income support as a single person 
despite living with her partner. The fraud took 
place between March, 2008, and July, 2009. 

■ A SURVEY has shown how vital Kent’s farm¬ 
land is to providing habitat for birds and 
identified species under threat. 

The Volunteer and Farmer Alliance study was 
carried out on 11 farms across the county, cover¬ 
ing 1,000 hectares. The most common birds were 
chaffinches and blackbirds, while the corn 
bunting and grey partridge were in short supply. 

The RSPB said maps produced from the survey 
will aid targeted conservation measures.

The giving can’t 
stop when the 
goin g gets toug h 


ITS been a tough year for 
charities - with recession 
and economic storms taking 
their toll - but not the disas¬ 
ter many had feared. 

For Stephen Elsden, chief executive 
of Tunbridge Wells-based charity 
Compaid, 2010 didn’t go as badly as he 
thought it might. 

He said: “The year was pretty good 
in terms of voluntary income but we’ve 
had to work very hard to achieve that. 

“It certainly is taking a lot more 
work to get that money coming in, 
much more so than a few years ago. 

Birthday 

“We get about 20 per cent of our 
income through fund-raising and vol¬ 
untary income, but it takes more effort 
to get events off the ground. 

“We did have to work terribly hard 
in that respect right through the year, 
but we’ve had some fine support from 
businesses and we’re hoping to attract 
more company support next year so 
we can put on some events to mark 
the birthday in style.” 

The charity, which provides comput¬ 
er skills training for people with dis¬ 
abilities, and the elderly and disabled 


with transport options, marks its 25th 
anniversary next year. 

Stephen said: “We want to celebrate 
in style and attract more support from 
the community. 

“We support people with a range of 
disabilities. A number of them have 
head injuries, which means they may 
have memory problems and have lost 
some of the skills they might have 
already acquired. We enable them to 
relearn those and record how they are 
getting on. The ability to use comput¬ 
ers is becoming increasingly impor¬ 
tant, of course. 

“The Government has made it 
clear that more and more important 
services will be dealt with online, so 
if you are not online and don’t know 
your way around that, then you’re 
going to be almost a second-class cit¬ 
izen. 

“Disabled people are marginalised in 
lots of areas already, so it’s important 
for them to have those skills so they 
are not further left out. 

“The transport services we provide 
really come into their own at this time 
of year, as we help people get out and 
about to get their Christmas shopping, 
see the pantomimes and seasonal 
lights and all that kind of thing. It’s 


important to them. A lot of our service 
users are also using computers to 
design cards and gifts for friends and 
our work is put to practical use at this 
time of year.” 

Compaid is staffed by an assortment 
of full-time, part-time and voluntary 
workers. 

Stephen said: “They are all fantastic 
and so vital. The 40 volunteers carry 
out tasks for us such as driving 
minibuses, things like that, and they 
are stars we are so thankful to. 

“But our 25 full-time people and 
eight part-time workers are just as 
good. It’s a real team effort.” 

Rewarding 

Stephen, 42, joined Compaid two 
years ago, after working for a national 
disability charity in London. 

He says the rewarding thing about 
the job is seeing the impact of the work 
on those it is helping. 

He said: “That might entail getting 
some great feedback from those people 
we help or their families. Every day I 
hear great things from those we help 
and that makes you realise how 
important the work we do is.”

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Successful first year for 
HS1 despite complaints 


IT WAS hailed as the start of a 
new generation of travel, with 
commuting times to the City 
slashed and passengers travelling 
in state-of-the-art trains, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

And with a survey showing more than 95 
per cent of passengers are satisfied with the 
HS1 high-speed service, rail bosses met this 
week to celebrate a successful first year. 

But since its formal launch 12 months ago 
it has failed to please everyone, despite fig¬ 
ures showing a rise in the number of people 
using the rail network since its introduction. 

Commuters in areas such as Ashford, 
where journey times have been cut from 80 
minutes to 37 minutes, and Ebbsfleet, where 
passengers can reach London St Pancras in 
17 minutes, have welcomed the Javelin trains 
which can reach speeds of up to 140mph. 

But those travelling on the north Kent line 
or from the Thanet coast feel they have been 
left in the cold with a reduced, overcrowded 
classic service and an expensive high-speed 
train that is unable to travel at its quickest 
until it reaches Ebbsfleet. 

Rail watchdog Passenger Focus called it a 
“game of unequal halves”. 

Bosses at Southeastern, however, are cele¬ 
brating the anniversary and marked the 
milestone with figures showing a 16 per cent 
increase in the number of people opting to 
travel by rail. 

The company also revealed that more than

seven million high-speed passenger journeys 
had been made in the past 12 months with 
stations including Ashford, Canterbury, 
Folkestone and Dover Priory seeing well 
above 50 per cent of all journeys to London 
using the service. 

Managing director Charles Horton said: 
‘We are pleased with how the number of peo¬ 
ple using the high-speed service has grown 
and that the independent Passenger Focus 
satisfaction survey showed that 95 per cent of 
people think it is good or very good. 

“The overall success of the service is testa¬ 
ment to the strong industry partnership 
working with Hitachi High Speed One and 
Network Rail. The first year has been very 
encouraging and we are looking forward to 
more and more people discovering the bene¬ 
fits of travelling by high speed.” 

Passenger Focus’ Kent manager Tunde 


Olatunji said the service had been a success 
and transformational for the future of Kent’s 
train travel, but admitted for some parts of 
the county this was not the case. 

“There is a feeling the high-speed timetable 
has been achieved at the expense of the east 
Kent service via the Medway towns,” he said. 

“There has been a reduction in the level of 
service people used to enjoy and people are 
finding it slower. In terms of a solution it’s 
very difficult. Southeastern can’t reinstate the 
same service as before from these stations as 
the high speed would then not be able to run. 

“From our point of view there is a need and 
we will continue to talk to Southeastern 
about what they may be able to do to mitigate 
the situation.” 

Senior backbencher Roger Gale, MP for 
Thanet North, has been tirelessly campaign¬ 
ing to improve services from his constituency. 

He has come out publically saying he will 
not back a franchise renewal with 
Southeastern when it comes up in 2014. 

“We are paying far too much for a service 
that is not good,” he said. 

“People from east Kent don't use it and so 
they instead have to travel like cattle on the 
reduced classic service.” 

Dover and Deal MP Charlie Elphicke has 
been campaigning to have high-speed servic¬ 
es running from Deal, one of a number of 
Kent stations to miss out on the facility. 

“I’m cautiously optimistic that next year 
we’ll see them stop in Deal. I hope on the sec¬ 
ond anniversary this will be the case,” he 
said. 


Stowaways bagged 

FOUR would-be illegal immigrants were 
caught hiding inside a lorry-load of potatoes 
bound for Westerham, near Sevenoaks. 

The men, all Iranians, were found at the port 
of Calais on Thursday, December 9, when cus¬ 
toms officers spotted the vehicle’s trailer was 
not secure. 

The stowaways were handed over to the 
French border police and the vehicle was 
allowed to continue onto its destination. 

However, the Romanian driver and the 
haulage company now each face a potential fine 
of up to £2,000 per person if they are unable 
to prove they took steps to secure the vehicle. 

Last year the UK Border Agency stopped 
more than 29,000 individual attempts to cross 
the English Channel illegally and searched 
more than one million freight vehicles. 

UCA prof to retire 

THE Vice-Chancellor of the University for the 
Creative Arts has announced her retirement. 

Professor Elaine Thomas joined the Surrey 
Institute of Art and Design - which later 
merged with its Kent equivalent to form UCA 
- almost exactly 10 years ago. 

She will leave her post at the end of the 
month. 

The UCA board of governors has appointed a 
search committee to begin the process of 
appointing a successor. 

Suspect gets bailed 

ANOTHER man from Ashford has been 
arrested in connection with the death of 
Sussex farmer Julian Gardner. 

The 37-year-old was detained on Friday, 
December 10, and taken to Eastbourne to be 
interviewed by police. 

He has been bailed until January 27. 

Five of the eight suspects are from Ashford, 
with the others from Tunbridge Wells, 
Sandhurst and North Wales. 
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Youths’ party bash 

A FACEBOOK party was closed down by 
police after more than 100 youngsters caused 
trouble outside. 

They smashed bottles and urinated around 
Canterbury’s Chantry Club after being turned 
away from the venue, which already had 200 
people inside. 

Police brought an early end to the bash at 
about 8.45pm on Friday, December 10. 

Insp Terry Chuter said: “Putting it openly on 
Facebook was incredibly naive.”

Argument over dead daughter behind frenzied knife attack 


A WOMEN who stabbed her sis¬ 
ter 27 times in a field in 
Chartham, near Canterbury has 
been sentenced to life in prison 
for murder, writes Ian Read and 
Jenny Armstrong. 

Phoebe Barton will serve a minimum of 13 
years after a judge told her she must bear 
responsibility for the fatal attack, despite 
the tragic circumstances leading up to the 
killing. 

Villagers were shocked after dog-walkers 
found the body of Karen Barton, 51, in a field 
near a footpath on Sunday, May 9, this year. 

Phoebe Barton, then 49, went missing 
after the frenzied attack, prompting a mas¬ 
sive police manhunt using dogs, helicopters 
and divers in the River Stour. 

She was found four days later walking 
along a road in the nearby village of Chilham 
because she had, by her own admission, run 
out of food, drink and tobacco. 

Phoebe Barton denied murdering her sis¬ 
ter, but admitted killing her and pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter. 

Judge Jeremy Carey said: “Karen Barton 
did absolutely nothing to provoke this 
attack. She had been a devoted sister to you, 
although you never appreciated it. She was 
just a good person and you attacked her in a 
drunken rage. 

“You resorted to alcohol on a daily basis 
after the death of your daughter. We don’t 
know what the spark was that lit the flame 
of your fury, but it was a small one that had 
devastating consequences for you, her and 
the whole Barton family. 

“This is not a normal case and that has to 
be borne in mind. This killing had all the 
hallmarks of a domestic dispute. 

“I have no doubt in the few seconds you 
stabbed Karen you intended to kill her. You

must take responsibility for what you did.” 

The jury heard how deeply the death of 
Phoebe’s only daughter, Rachel, in a drink- 
drive smash had affected her, and how her 
behaviour became increasingly erratic in 
the weeks leading up to the first anniver¬ 
sary of her death, on May 27. 

Sequence 

Phoebe had burned her daughter’s pos¬ 
sessions, including a car, and had given up 
the lease on the council flat she shared 
with her sister, causing arguments 
between the pair. She also had begun 
drinking heavily since Rachel’s death. 


On the night she killed Karen, the pair 
had gone for a walk in the nearby field. They 
began arguing after Karen suggested it was 
time for Phoebe to “get over” Rachel’s death. 

Prosecutor Jonathon Higgs, summing up, 
said: “Would a reasonable person have 
pushed her sister to the ground, jumped on 
her and stabbed her 27 times? 

“However much she regrets it now, she 
intended to do it at the time. This is a tragic 
case - and who wants Phoebe Barton to be 
found guilty of murder? 

“But the law is the law, and what hap¬ 
pened was murder.” 

Defending, Christopher Sutton-Mattocks 
argued that Phoebe Barton had diminished 
responsibility when she killed her sister. He 
said Phoebe had to identify her own daugh¬ 
ter’s body at the scene of the road crash. 

He said: “There is no question Rachel’s 
death started the sequence of events that led 
to the destruction of this family and turned 
a loving mother into a self-confessed killer. 

“The death of a child is something so 
shocking and so ghastly none of us can truly 
comprehend it unless we have gone through 
it ourselves. 

“The evidence for an abnormal bereave¬ 
ment reaction is clear. By any measure this 
was a lady whose mind was disturbed. 

“This case, by any standards, is an 
appalling, violent tragedy. Every day, Phoebe 
Barton is going to have to wake up remem¬ 
bering what she has done.” 


All Afghani airlines banned 
from EU after Manston skid 
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DANGEROUS flying at Manston airport has 
triggered an EU-wide ban on all Afghani reg¬ 
istered airlines, writes Florence Tennent 

On Wednesday, August 11, a DC8 Kam Air 
plane skidded its tail on the runway and the 
grass surface beyond during take-off. 

Manston chief executive Charles 
Buchanan said: “The flight scraped its tail as 
it took off. It was reported to the pilot and 
authorities, but the aircraft chose to continue 
on its journey. 

“I believe it was a freight service travelling 
to the Azores and ultimately Argentina.” 

Following investigations into the incident 
the UK imposed a national ban on the airline 
on September 2. 

Two weeks later Austrian authorities fol¬ 
lowed suit, having carried out their own 
inspection of Kam Air aircraft and found a sig¬ 
nificant number of serious safety deficiencies. 

Members of the airline and Afghani 
authorities met with the European commis¬ 
sion in October and it was concluded the 
aircraft had been introduced “without 
adequate management oversight and with¬ 
out any adequate training given to the 
crews” who had “yet to complete the relevant 


training even though the aircraft continued 
to be used for international commercial 
flights”. 

DC8 aircraft were last manufactured in 
1972. 

On November 22, the EU issued a blanket 
ban on operations by Kam Air and all air¬ 
craft carriers registered in Afghanistan. 

Mr Buchanan said: “This airline was not a 
regular user of Manston. As far as I’m aware 
it was the first time they’d landed here. 

“Airlines have to be licensed to operate, but 
as long as they are certified we do not have the 
skills or the authority to cany out checks.” 

The incident is under investigation by the 
Air Accidents Investigation Branch which 
has yet to publish its findings. 

Malcolm Kirkaldie, a member of Manston 
Airport Group, said: “It is a cause for concern 
that this wasn’t raised at our recent meeting 
with the airport and there was no mention of 
it in the statistics given out. 

“This underpins our group’s stance that we 
need an environmental impact assessment 
pretty dam quick, and our MPs should be 
looking at strengthening the system which 
hands out permits like confetti.”

Dover port plans 
are inspiration 
for Down Under 


A LEADING Australian advisor 
who helped co-ordinate the 
Sydney Olympics has vowed to 
use Dover’s people’s port concept 
as an example in his home coun¬ 
try 

Michael Deegan, who as chief executive of 
Infrastructure Australia is in charge of 42 
ports on the Australian coast, was so 
impressed with the community stakeholder 
proposal he pledged to put the idea forward 
to his counterparts when he returned home. 

He was shown plans by Neil Wiggins, 
chairman of the Dover People’s Port Trust, 
who secured a meeting with the Australian 
government advisor. 

People’s Port 

Mr Wiggins said: “Mr Deegan was in north 
Europe and I managed to get him over to 
Dover on a ferry to show him our ideas. 

“His crossing was good, but when he 
arrived at the port he wasn’t pleased as all 
the lights were off and no one was there. 

“That only made him more supportive 
and keen for the people’s port plans to go 
forward. 

“He was very impressed with our ideas 
and is taking them back to Australia.” 

Mr Wiggins said the people’s port was a 
new paradigm which would be picked up by 
the international community. 

Charlie Elphicke, MP for Dover and Deal, 
who drew up plans as an alternative to pri¬ 
vatisation, said he was excited that the 
international community had taken notice. 

“I’m pleased the idea of the community 
taking over the port is capturing people’s 
imaginations,” he said.

A proposal has been made to government 
to take the project to the next stage. 

It comes in response to privatisation 
plans which were announced by Dover 
Harbour Board last January. 

A government document published last 
year revealed the Port of Dover was the 
“furthest advanced” in developing its bid to 
be independent, with its turnover of £60.8m 
topping a table of six eligible ports.

Ironclad tells the story of a group of 
Templar Knights who defended the 
historic fortress against the army of 
tyrannical King John in 1215. 

However, no Medway locations 
were used for the £20 million produc¬ 
tion - it was shot entirely in Wales. 

But the castle is keen to show off its 
new found fame - a poster in the 
guardhouse bears the slogan ‘From 
Rochester to Hollywood’. 

A movie insider said: “Minotaur 
director Jonathan English is direct¬ 
ing from a script he co-wrote with 
Erick Kastel. The setting is Rochester 
Castle, where King John attempted 
to put down part of a rebellious baron 
uprising. 

“It came after the signing of the 
Magna Carta, which limited John’s 
power. He signed, but after the 
barons who forced the signature left 
London, John - the villainous king 
in many Robin Hood tales and 
younger brother of Richard the 
Lionheart - renounced the docu¬ 
ment, provoking a civil war now 
called the First Baron’s War. 

“The barons had already lost confi¬ 
dence in him after he lost territory in 
France and gave over some control of 
English land to the Pope. 



“The siege of Rochester was an 
important part in the war as the cas¬ 
tle controlled the route to London 
and the coast.” 

Resident Evil actor James Purefoy 
plays the lead knight - called 
Marshall in the script. 

Paul Giamatti - who started his 
career in Saving Private Ryan - 
plays the king while Maidstone-bom 
Mackenzie Crook, Derek Jacobi, 
Jason Flemyng and Brian Cox also 


have roles. Brokeback Mountain star 
Kate Mara has the lead female part 
as Lady Isabel. 

Producer Rick Benattar has stated 
the movie - subtitled ‘Blood Will Run’ 
- will be as historically accurate as 
possible and viewers will feel as if 
they are in the heart of the battle. 

The producers hope it will emulate 
the success of the recent Ridley Scott 
Robin Hood film and is one of the 
most expensive UK productions of 
recent years. 

During the siege a mine was dug 
beneath the castle towers with the roof 
supported by wooden props, which 
were then set alight using pig fat. 

The ensuing blaze caused the south 
east tower of the keep to collapse. 
The rebels withdrew behind the 
keep’s cross-wall, but still managed 
to hold out. A few were allowed to 
leave, but on John’s orders had their 
hands and feet cut off as an example. 

The castle was taken on November 
30, due to starvation and not by force 
of arms.

‘Indescribably wicked’ rapist 
admits attack on 12-year-old 


A RAPIST who targeted a schoolboy 
and two elderly women in “indescrib¬ 
ably wicked” attacks has been jailed 
for a minimum of 12 years. 

Guxjinder Narman, 22, from Strood, 
near Rochester, admitted charges of 
rape of a child under the age of 13, 
inciting a child to engage in sexual 
behaviour, and trespassing with the 
intent to commit sexual offences. 

The latter charge relates to attacks 
on two elderly women who opened 
their doors to Narman only to be 
forced back into their homes and 
assaulted, in June and October last 
year. 

Det Chief Insp Lee Whitehead said: 
“Narman is a serious sexual predator 
and poses a significant risk particu¬ 
larly to children, the elderly and the 
vulnerable. Had an indeterminate 
sentence not been imposed then 
the judge confirmed he would have

been given a determinate sentence of 
24 years in prison.” 

Narman was sentenced at 


Maidstone Crown Court last week, 
when Judge Andrew Patience 
described the offences committed as 
“cruel and indescribably wicked”. 

He added that the defendant pre¬ 
sented a “very grave risk” of commit¬ 
ting further serious offences in the 
future. 

Narman was also given a sexual 
offences prevention order for life and 
will not be allowed to be alone with 
anyone under the age of 16 without 
supervision. He will also not be 
allowed to work in any residential or 
care home, and will be added to the 
sex offenders’ register. 

DCI Whitehead added: “These are 
extremely serious charges and we 
are pleased the judge has recognised 
Narman as a dangerous offender. 

“Hopefully this can act as some 
form of closure for the victims of 
these two unprovoked attacks.”

A LORRY driver who collapsed while walk¬ 
ing home from work in the snow has 
thanked the people who saved his life. 

Mike Ashton, from Kingsdown, near 
Sittingboume, fell unconscious during the 
freezing cold weather of Saturday, December 
4, and was discovered by dog-walker Nicola 
Kelly at an orchard in Rodmersham. 

The woman dialled 999 and the first two 
officers on the scene - PC Nicki Hunt and 
PCSO Matthew Link - brought Mr Ashton 
round by wrapping him in blankets and 
rubbing his arms and legs. 

Mr Ashton met all three at Sittingboume 
police station on Monday. 

“I think I owe my life to them,” he said. “If 
it had not been for Nicola I would probably 
still be there now. 

“When the two officers arrived they knew 
exactly what to do to save my life. How can 
I ever thank them enough?” 

Both PCSO Link and PC Hunt have been 
nominated for area commander’s awards 
for their efforts.

WHETHER it’s by ferry aeroplane 
or inflatable kangaroo, the English 
Channel has for many years pre¬ 
sented a challenge to the most 
adventurous of people. 

The historic waterway was once seen as the 
perfect obstacle for those hoping to solve the 
mystery of sustained flight, and with just 21 
miles separating Dover and Calais it remains 
an achievable distance for swimmers, pedalo- 
riders and rocket pack-wearers the world over. 

Intrigued by the countless ingenious ways 
people have come up with in an attempt to 
enter the record books, Kent-based film-maker 
Phil Heath has produced a DVD containing 
archive footage of some of the more memorable. 

Fascinated 

“Over the years I’ve filmed many attempts to 
cross the Channel but I’ve also bought private 
footage from others, some of which has never 
been seen before,” said the former BBC, ITV 
and Sky employee. 

“As I researched some of the thousands of 
attempts I became fascinated with how big a 
challenge the Channel has been over the cen¬ 
turies, and why it continues to be to this day.” 

Entitled ‘Challenging the English Channel’, 
the DVD - produced at Heathwood Studios in 
Dover - also charts the history of the hover¬ 
craft and the Channel Tunnel. 

It reveals how almost 200 years before the 
existing Chunnel opened in 1994, the French 
mining engineer Albert Mathieu put forward 
proposals to send horse-drawn coaches 
beneath the waves with giant chimneys pro¬ 
viding the oxygen from above. 

The DVD also features rare footage of the 
world’s first car ferry in 1928, showing how the 
vehicles were precariously loaded by crane. 

But whether you’re as fast a swimmer as 
record-holder Petar Stoychev (6hr 57m) or as 


slow as Tonbridge resident Jackie Cobell 
(28hrs 44m), chances are you’ve wondered 
what it would be like to have a go at tackling 
the Channel. 

And as the documentary reveals, there have 
been plenty of weird and wonderful ways in 
which people have attempted to do so. 

“Many people are unaware that internation¬ 
al swimming races were held across our short 
stretch of water, with huge prizes on offer to 
the winners,” added Mr Heath. 


“There were some Indian swimmers who 
were given houses back in their home country 
because of the prestige they brought.” 

Mr Heath worked on the DVD with former 
ITV picture editor Keith Corder, from 
Maidstone, who has previously worked on 
films created at the world-famous Pinewood 
Studios in Buckinghamshire.

Career advice cuts ‘kick 
ladder away’ from youth 


A DECISION to cut £4.8 million 
from the budget of Kent’s career 
guidance service has been 
described as “devastating” and 
“sickening”. 

Last week Connexions - which also offers 
advice to young people on subjects including 
health and finance - announced up to 60 jobs 
are at risk due to a 19.5 per cent funding 
reduction agreed with Kent County Council. 

Devastating 

Supporters of the service say the cuts will 
harm its ability to help the county’s young¬ 
sters, who they say have been badly let down 
by the Coalition Government. 

“This is another example of the rich and 
privileged cabinet kicking the ladder away,” 
said Unison regional organiser Simon 
Bolton. 

“What with the tuition fees increase and 
the scrapping of the Educational 
Maintenance Allowance, they’re just making 
sure that average children and young people 
won’t have a chance in life anymore.

“The Connexions cut is going to have a 
pretty devastating impact because there 
won’t be much of a service left. It’s a sicken¬ 
er really.” 

The Kent branch of Connexions has 
regional offices in 11 towns throughout the 
county and employs more than 300 personal 
advisers. 

A consultation process has now begun 
with a view to a 17 per cent reduction in 
staff numbers, which will be achieved 
through a phased approach over the next 
eight months. 

The £4.8m reduction - which brings the 
organisation’s budget for the next two years 
down to about £20m - is significantly more 
than the £2m cut predicted before the 
Comprehensive Spending Review was pub¬ 
lished in October. 

“This is another attack by an out-of-touch 
government that doesn’t understand the 
needs of young people,” said 17-year-old 


Kent Youth County Council chairman Dara 
Farrell. 

“Connexions has had great success in find¬ 
ing employment for young people and in pro¬ 
viding them with relevant skills to keep that 
employment. 

“The Government talks about not wanting 
so many people on benefits but how are they 
supposed to find work when services like 
Connexions are being taken away?” 

Challenging 

KCC cabinet member for children, families 
and education - Cllr Sarah Hohler - said: 
“As with every local authority, we face 
reduced funding over the coming years. 

“These are challenging times and it is vital 
we do things differently and make every 
penny count. We have reached an agreement 
with Connexions Kent following detailed 
negotiations. 

“The organisation has a strong track 
record of making a positive difference to 
Kent’s young people and I am confident this 
will continue. 

“Connexions Kent has started a period of 
consultation as to how it will operate in the 
future, such as reconsidering where 
services are delivered and a greater use 
of internet to provide advice and infor¬ 
mation. 

“No changes will take place until later 
in the New Year. They are determined to 
minimise any impact on frontline servic¬ 
es and to keep focusing on offering the 
best support to young people.” 


A PAEDOPHILE has been jailed for more than 
three years after being caught with more than 
40,000 images of child pom on his computer. 

Mark Furness, 40, from Maidstone, also had 
more than 100 hours’ worth of movies on his hard 
drive, some of which were described by a judge as 
some of the worst he had ever seen. 

He pleaded guilty to 21 counts of possessing 
and distributing indecent images, and was last 
week jailed for three years and three months. 

Det Con Mike Brown said: “Furness initially 
presented as a pleasant and respectable individ¬ 
ual. It became very apparent, however, that he led 
a secret life where the appalling rape of children 
and the sharing of vile images of abuse with oth¬ 
ers was acceptable.” 


A MEMORIAL service to mark the opening of a 
commemorative garden for the victims of serial 
killer Peter Tobin has been postponed. 

The bodies of Vicky Hamilton, 15, and Dinah 
McNicol, 18, were found at Tobin’s former home 
in Margate in November 2007. 

A memorial garden was due to be opened in the 
grounds of Holy Trinity Church, Margate, on 
Thursday, December 9. 

However, due to the heavy snow in Scotland 
where Ms Hamilton’s father lives, the service has 
been postponed until the New Year. 

■ FIREFIGHTERS and police officers squared off 
against each other in a series of charity boxing 
matches. 

The night, held at Liquid nightclub in Maidstone, 
was in aid of the Help For Heroes charity, with the 
fighters managing to raise £5,000. 

The police team took the title after winning nine 
bouts to the firefighters’ eight. 


Large scale safety operation 
to protect Dartford lizards 


Serial killer victims’ 
memorial delayed 


A HUNDRED lizards have been moved to 
safety after being caught up in an upgrade of 
a Dartford sewage works. 

The viviparous or common species were 
discovered as Thames Water prepared the 
Long Reach site for a £40 million overhaul 
designed to improve water quality in the 
Thames. 

‘We captured them in the summer by lay¬ 
ing roofing felt near their old home,” said the 
firm’s ecologist Claudia Innes. 

“A wildlife specialist then captured them 
during the early hours of the morning when 
their energy levels are at their lowest and 
they are most docile. 

“The lizards are doing well in their new 
home, which we made out of logs and soil left 
over from the construction works. 

We have also protected them with a rep¬ 
tile fence until the project is complete in

2012 .” 

The upgrade of Long Reach is part of a 
£675m programme to modernise and extend 
London’s five major sewage treatment works 
to increase the amount of sewage each site 
can treat and to improve the standards to 
which it is treated. 

So far about 35,000 tonnes of earth have 
been moved at Long Reach to create space 
for the new equipment.

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Report highlights poor medical 
provision for asylum detainees 


DOCTORS are being urged to 
come forward and help treat 
detainees held at an immigration 
centre after a report found health 
provision lacking. 

Kent Refugee Help held a training day in 
Canterbury and invited medical workers and 
members of the public to attend in a bid to 
increase voluntary health support at the 
Dover Immigration Removal Centre. 

According to a report by HM Chief Inspector 
of Prisons, responses to Home Office rules that 
detainees suffering serious conditions should 
not be locked up were “sporadic”. 

The paper also stated the health facility at 
the centre needed to be expanded and that 
staff should be trained to recognise and treat 
signs of trauma and torture.

Sue Powell, a trustee of Kent Refugee Help, 
said detainees should be able to have access 
to a second opinion from an independent doc¬ 
tor and those suffering serious trauma should 
not be locked up. 

Suicidal 

She added: “There was a case where a 
detainee was out on bail, and despite being 
scrupulous in reporting to the authorities he 
was rearrested prior to being deported. 

“He was in the removal centre for quite some 
time. He had some psychiatric problems, but 
not allowed his medication. The most they 
would give him was an aspirin. 


“I was extremely worried about him. I would 
call him sometimes twice a day. 

“He then admitted he had been tempted to 
take his own life. I think this could become 
more common, with detainees becoming 
suicidal.” 

The charity stated that detainees at the 
centre, where there are 316 men, reported 
having difficulty accessing primary health 
care and hospital treatment. 

Workers from Kent Refugee Help also said 
despite Home Office rules that people with 
serious illnesses - psychological and physical 
- and those who have been tortured should not 
be detained, there were many detainees with 
severe medical conditions still locked up. 

A former detainee, who asked not to be 
named, told KoS that when he was at the 
centre he saw a lot of people with mental 
health problems. 


“They were all put in one area as they were 
unpredictable,” he said. 

“Anyone with mental health should not be 
detained like that.” 

“One person had a broken leg and he was in 
a cast. It was meant to get checked, but it was¬ 
n’t and he had the cast on too long,” he said. 

“Then he was meant to have physiotherapy, 
but there was not enough staff to do it with 
him. His leg was very bad.” 

He added: “The Home Office is saying one 
thing, but not doing it. When I was in the centre 
there were people there who were really sick.” 

UK Border Agency spokesman Bob Evans 
said all detainees were seen by a nurse within 
two hours of arrival. 

He added: “Healthcare professionals are 
required to report cases where it is considered 
that a person’s health is being affected by con¬ 
tinued detention.”

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MP fights for couples hit 
by cuts to IVF treatment 

Parliamentary group a ‘voice 1 for wannabe parents 


INFERTILE couples have won 
parliamentary support in their 
attempts to receive IVF treatment 
currently suspended by health 
trusts in Kent. 

Both NHS Medway and NHS West Kent 
have issued winter bans on GP referrals for 
the procedure, which is one of a few options 
available to wannabe parents who are unable 
to conceive naturally. 

However, Dartford MP Gareth Johnson 
says IVF is a “medical need” and has set up 
an all-party parliamentary group to fight the 
comer of those affected. 

“There is no voice for infertile couples with¬ 
in Parliament and I hope to have the 
Secretary of State for Health (Andrew 
Lansley) at our inaugural meeting,” he said. 

“This is an important issue, as the National 
Institute for Clinical Excellence (Nice) - the 
body that oversees the purchase of treat¬ 
ments - has stated that infertile couples 
should have three courses of treatment, but 
in some areas it is a postcode lottery. 

“Primary care tmsts (PCTs) in Kent have 
decreed that to save money they are suspend¬ 
ing the funding of such a treatment. I dis¬ 
agree with these decisions, and am pleased 
Mr Lansley has urged PCTs to reconsider. 

“I am pleased the Government recognises

the significant distress and impact that infer¬ 
tility has on people’s lives and that it should 
be treated as a medical need.” 

Mr Johnson said the new IVF group will 
take evidence from interested parties and 
act on its findings and considerations when 
voting in Parliament or amending legislation. 

It will also act as a mouthpiece whenever 
the issue is raised, he added, and will apply 
pressure on the Department of Health and 
local PCTs when needed. 

All three of Kent’s PCTs are putting off non¬ 
urgent operations until the next financial 
year in April as they struggle to cope with 
huge funding deficits. 

Prevention 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent revealed 
last month that 64 types of procedure were 
being put on the backbumer, including hip 
and knee replacements, while weight loss 
surgery and gender reassignment has also 
been affected in west Kent. 

The move has come under fire from GPs, 
but health bosses have stressed that action 
needed to be taken. 

An NHS Medway spokeswoman said: ‘We 


need to take further measures to ensure 
we use NHS resources more effectively, other¬ 
wise we will not be able to keep within our 
financial limits. 

“These procedures affect a small number of 
people and we recognise this will be hard for 
them, but we need to ensure we have the 
finances available for healthcare and preven¬ 
tion of ill health for the majority of Medway’s 
population.” 

Last Friday, Professor Robert Edwards - 
who developed the fertility treatment that led 
to the birth of the first ‘test tube baby’ Louise 
Brown in 1978 - was awarded the Nobel 
Prize for Medicine. 

IVF (in vitro fertilisation) is a process by 
which egg cells are fertilised by sperm out¬ 
side the body before being returned to the 
patient’s uterus. 

During a recent question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion in the Commons, Mr Lansley said: 
“Many PCTs have made good progress 
towards meeting Nice guidance recommen¬ 
dations on the provision of IVF treatment. 

“However, I am aware a small number of 
PCTs with historical funding problems have 
temporarily suspended local NHS provision 
of IVF. I have already expressed my concerns 
about this approach. I expect all PCTs to have 
regard to the current Nice guidance and fully 
recognise the significant distress and impact 
infertility has on people’s lives.” 


Safety in numbers 

KENT Police are urging homeowners to 
protect their goods this Christmas by logging 
serial numbers on a national database. 

The Immobilise website - 
www.immobilise.com - gives officers an easy 
way to reunite people with stolen items such 
as laptops, MP3 players and mobile telephones. 

Supt Des Keers said: “This database is avail¬ 
able all-year-round, but Christmas is a time 
when people all over the country will receive 
valuable items as gifts, and we would really 
encourage everyone to log these items on the 
Immobilise database. 

“This is a free service which can prove the dif¬ 
ference between stolen property being returned 
to its owner or never being seen again.” 

Bygone favourite 

ONE of the world’s oldest alcoholic drinks may 
be making a comeback thanks to staff at the 
Canterbury Tales. 

Visitors to the attraction are being offered a 
free tasting session of mead, which dates back 
to the late 14th century in the Middle Ages.

Huge rise in disciplinary and 


grievance hearin

THE number of disciplinaiy and 
grievance cases involving staff at 
County Hall has soared in six 
months, a new report has revealed. 

Findings discussed by Kent County 
Council’s personnel committee showed 367 
employees - excluding school staff - were 
involved in cases relating to poor perform¬ 
ance, sickness absence and harassment 
between April and September 2010. 

Eighty-seven individuals were brought 
before disciplinary proceedings and 36 were 
involved in grievance cases, 14 more than 
the previous count, with the report blaming 
uncertainty within KCC and higher levels of 
“challenge” by employees. 


Significant increases were seen in the 
number of staff hauled up for performing 
badly, with 49 - 22 more than the previous 
six months - being reprimanded, and 164 
(68 more) involved in sickness absence. 

The number of harassment cases was 11 
and unspecified capability incidents rose 
from three to six. 

Since April, 2010, there have been four 
employment tribunals and 10 appeals. 

Confident 

Cllr Roger Gough, cabinet member for cor¬ 
porate support services and performance 
management, said the rise was a result of 
managers becoming more confident in 
addressing staff issues. 

“What we’ve been working on for years is 
increasing the support that personnel gives 
managers in how to deal with issues of this 
kind,” he said. 

“Managers are sometimes a bit nervous

about how to deal with employee problems. 

“What we’ve done is carry out an initiative 
giving them moral support and this has 
given them more confidence in dealing with 
issues. This is why there has been a rise. The 
figures overall show an increase, but this 
hasn’t been happening suddenly.” 

Cllr Gough admitted sickness absence levels 
within the public sector were high, but said 
this was being addressed by the authority. 

“We’ve seen a significant reduction in the 
last few years through the work we’ve been 
doing,” he said. 

Commenting on all cases of disciplinary 
and grievance, Cllr Gough said the council 
strived to deal with these fairly. 

He added: “It is sensible as an employer 
which spends public money that perform¬ 
ance levels are made clear to the public. 

“We want to make how we are performing 
even more clear and disciplinary and griev¬ 
ance is a regular feature in this. 


“Transparency is important so the public 
can see how KCC is performing.” 

The report also showed that 340 cases - 
many of which were initiated before last 
April - were resolved between April and 
September, including 18 appeals. 

The report stated: “There has been a signif¬ 
icant increase in the number of cases con¬ 
cluded in the same six-month period. Many 
of the appeals are for either redundancy or 
lower levels of the disciplinary process, only 
two of which were against dismissal. 

“It is perhaps not surprising that griev¬ 
ance activity has increased, at a time of some 
uncertainty and reorganisation when we 
would expect higher levels of challenge. 

“This, however, has not reached concerning 
levels and will in part be a reflection of well- 
managed change and consultation.”

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Why season of goodwill 
can fill many with fear

CHRISTMAS is meant to be the 
season of goodwill, but for domes¬ 
tic abuse victims it is often a time 
of fear, sadness and suffering. 

Last year Kent Police dealt with 21,332 
reported incidents of abuse, an increase of 
622 from 2008/09, with the festive period con¬ 
tinuing to be the most likely time for tempers 
to flare. 

In an attempt to reverse this worrying 
trend, the force has encouraged ex-offenders 
to share their experiences as part of its Stay 
Safe This Winter campaign. 

David Smith (not his real name), who 
recently took part in the Community 
Domestic Abuse Programme, explained how 
even the smallest problems can escalate into 
violence at Christmas. 

“Typically the TV and DVD are stress 
points, as a controlling person will try and 
take over the viewing,” he said. “Alcohol is 
also a problem and can lead to abuse. 

“My own flashpoints were if I spent most 
of the morning preparing and cooking 
Christmas dinner and then found the fami¬ 
ly unwilling to help clear the table and wash 
up. But now to cope with events such as 
Christmas, I use positive self-talk and non- 
abusive time out, such as going for a walk to 
chill. The skills I’ve learned include commu¬ 


nication, listening, and understanding 
women’s fear and anger, as well as not to be 
judgemental.” 

According to the Home Office, the cost to 
Kent and Medway in dealing with the 
effects of domestic abuse and sexual assault 
is about £317 million a year. 

This includes threatening behaviour, vio¬ 
lence, and psychological, physical, sexual, 
financial or emotional abuse between adults 
who are either intimate partners or other rel¬ 
atives. More rarely reported incidents of 
forced marriage, stalking and honour-based 
violence are also included in the figures. 

To tackle the problem, representatives 
from the police, criminal justice, local gov¬ 
ernment agencies and support groups have 
come together to form the Kent and 
Medway Domestic Abuse Strategy Group. 

“Domestic abuse is a serious issue and 
there is a never an excuse for abusing your 
partner,” said Supt Maria Shepherd, head of 
Kent Police’s public protection unit. “Extra 
socialising during the festive season, financial 
pressures and spending long periods with 
family can aggravate violent relationships. 

“Latest statistics show that younger people 
are now the most likely to become domestic 
abuse victims or repeat offenders. We 
encourage victims to continue coming for¬ 
ward as domestic abuse is under-reported.”

It’s a dog’s life, 
not a plaything 

ANIMAL welfare campaigners have repeated the 
‘a dog is for life’ message after claiming most chil¬ 
dren tire of their gifts just weeks after Christmas. 

New research carried out by Dogs Trust - which 
has a re-homing centre in Canterbury - revealed 
that one in five parents in the South East would 
still consider buying their child a dog for 
Christmas. 

And in an attempt 
to clamp down on 
pets being treated as 
unwanted gifts, the 
charity is refusing to 
re-home any dogs 
from now until 
January 2. 

“So far this year 
we have taken in 517 
abandoned dogs,” 
said Canterbury cen¬ 
tre manager Adam 
Levy. “Too often dogs are not thought of as a life¬ 
long commitment but rather as accessories that 
can be discarded or replaced. 

“It is disturbing to think festive decorations may 
last longer in the home than some dogs bought 
for Christmas. It’s simply unacceptable to toy 
with a dog’s future in this way.” 

The OnePoll survey carried out on behalf of 
Dogs Trust revealed that a third of children in the 
South East have requested a dog as a gift this 
Christmas. 

In addition, 17 per cent of parents said that last 
year it took their child less than an hour to lose 
interest in their presents. 

Dogs Trust chief executive Clarissa Baldwin 
said: “We seem to have grown accustomed to 
impulse purchases, but when you apply that ‘buy 
now, think later’ mentality to dog ownership, the 
end result is very often abandonment. 

“Sharing your life with a dog is one of the most 
rewarding things you can do, so it saddens us to 
see people buying dogs on a whim and then 
thinking lightly of that responsibility.”

First-aider’s pride Newspaper attack 
at St John honour thugs sent to jail 


A ST JOHN Ambulance volunteer has 
been rewarded for exceptional service 
to the life-saving organisation. 

Paul Collins, from Marden, near 
Maidstone, was invested into the Order 
of St John at a ceremony on Thursday, 
December 9. 

He was presented with the Order’s 
insignia by the Prior of England and the 
Islands, Rodney Green. 

Mr Collins said: “I joined St John 
Ambulance so I could learn first aid and 
be the difference between a life lost and 
a life saved, but I never thought it would 
lead to something like this.” 


TWO thugs have been jailed for 15 months 
each for an unprovoked attack on a newspaper 
delivery driver. 

Daniel Brown, 22, and Anthony Brown (no 
relation), 22, had been drinking when they 
attacked their victim because he refused to 
give them a free paper. 

The 34-year-old suffered severe bruising to 
his head and lip in the attack, which took place 
in Teynham, near Faversham, on Saturday, 
May 8. 

Detective Constable Steve Rees said: “I hope 
this serves as a warning that alcohol-fuelled 
violence will not be tolerated and can have 
serious repercussions.”

A POLITICAL row has broken 
out after an Essex council leader 
blasted Kent’s plans for a third 
Thames crossing. 

Cllr John Kent - leader of Labour-run 
Thurrock Council - believes his authority 
has been left out in the cold while the Tories 
who run Kent and Essex county councils 
press ahead with their proposals. 

Earlier this month KCC revealed its pre¬ 
ferred option for the new crossing as a tun¬ 
nel linking Chadwell in Essex with land to 
the east of Gravesend. 

The Government is considering that 
option, as well as one next to the existing 
Dartford crossing - which runs into 
Thurrock - and another which would link 
Gravesend with Tilbury in Essex. 

Cllr Kent said: “KCC is holding a consul¬ 
tation into a fourth option which passes 
Chadwell and then heads north to 
Brentwood, and Essex is also looking at dif¬ 
ferent proposals. At least the Government 
has asked our opinion - even if its proposals 
are ill-thought-out and short-termist - but 
the county councils have hardly bothered. 

“They seem to think they can blight our 
lives however they want. 

Gridlock 

‘We’ve asked the Government and both 
councils for more details, but before any¬ 
thing is decided we’ve got to get junction 
30/31 of the M25 sorted out or we are going 
to be permanently gridlocked.” 

Plans for a third Thames crossing were 
revealed as part of KCC’s Growth Without 
Gridlock transport strategy for the next 20 
years. At an estimated £1 billion it is by far 
the most expensive item on the council’s 
wish-list to the Department for Transport, 
and does not include the cost of building 
access roads. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “With 
Essex County Council we jointly commis¬ 
sioned an independent report into the feasi¬ 
bility of a third Thames crossing. 

“KCC then commissioned KPMG to look 
at the economic benefits, which concluded 
that a new crossing east of Gravesend 
would create about 6,000 jobs in north Kent 
and south Essex and contribute £334m to 
the local economy per annum. 

We will now work with all parties and 
the Government to further develop the case 
for a third crossing of the Thames.”

Let down over 
station’s lift 

At the last Faversham Local 
Engagement Forum, a member of 
the public asked about the lack of 
resolution over installation of the 
lift at the town’s railway station. 

A lift is badly needed by countless 
disabled people, including wheel¬ 
chair users, who are prevented 
from using trains to and from 
Faversham, but the project is held 
up because of disagreement over 
the design of its casing. 

Cllr Anita Walker, chairing the 
meeting, said it would be installed 
in a couple of months. She also 
advised the meeting that people 
who needed help could ask for 
assistance to cross the line. 
Unfortunately, Cllr Walker is wrong 
on both counts. The Swale council 
planners responsible were contact¬ 
ed the day after the meeting and 
confirmed that while Network Rail 
had been contacted recently the 
matter had not yet been resolved. 

The problem arose because 
Faversham Town Council insisted 
that a condition of planning consent 
should be that the lift is encased in 
wooden cladding in keeping with 
the architecture of the Grade II list¬ 
ed building. Eventually, Network 
Rail decided this would be too cost¬ 
ly. Subsequently the town council 
agreed to a waiver on this condition 
so installation could go ahead. 

However, Swale council planning 
officers, who have delegated powers 
in this matter, have retained the 
condition and have, I believe, asked 
Network Rail to submit a new plan¬ 
ning application, which will mean 
another delay. 

As for getting to the platforms by 
crossing the line, a disabled friend 
tested this out on Thursday, 
December 9, and was told that only 
platforms three and four were 
accessible in this way and then only 
if a member of staff was available 
as an escort. Platforms one and two 
are now out of bounds, as the plat¬ 
forms have been extended past the 
crossing point. 

The whole sorry saga is appalling 
and I wonder how Swale Borough 
Council and the elected members 
feel they are discharging their duty, 
under the Disability Discrimination 
Act, to ensure all services are acces¬ 
sible to the community. 

I urge readers to write letters of 
complaint to Swale’s planning 
department and their ward council¬ 
lors - we elected them.

Too many young people are still feeling the 
effects of the worst recession in recent histo¬ 
ry Those with fewest qualifications are 
being pushed further back in the queue for 
work, leaving thousands stranded in the 
dole queue.

Asking for proof of 
your age is the law 

Over the coming days many readers will 
buy products that are age-restricted, 
such as alcohol, tobacco, DVDs, computer 
games, even Christmas crackers. 

To prevent underage sales and avoid 
possible prosecution most shops operate 
a Think 25 policy because it is difficult to 
tell someone’s age. This means if you look 
under 25, you may be asked for proof of 
age at the checkout and if you cannot 
provide this the sale may be refused. 

Shopworkers don’t do this to be awk¬ 
ward. Both the law and their employer 
say they must. Any shopworker making 
an underage sale risks being fined up to 
£5,000 and getting a criminal record. 
Failure to ask for ID could also result in 
disciplinary action from their employer. 
An Usdaw survey showed a shocking 65 
per cent of shopworkers have been ver¬ 
bally abused for asking for ID, 16 per cent 
have been threatened and two per cent 
assaulted. 

Shopworkers don’t deserve this at any 
time of year, let alone at Christmas when 
they are working harder than ever. 

Please take ID to the shops if buying age- 
restricted products. If asked for ID, treat 
the shopworker with courtesy and 
respect as they are only doing their job. 
That way we’ll all be able to enjoy a 
merry Christmas and happy New Year.

It is my pleasure to once again support the 
British Tinnitus Association’s Tinnitus 
Awareness Week, from February 4-11,2011. As 
someone who’s experienced tinnitus for a decade 
now, I am passionate about the need to increase 
awareness of this debilitating condition. As a 
musician, DJ, producer and radio presenter it 
goes without saying that I love music. Blasting 
my eardrums was what I lived for for many 
years, and the ringing in my ears afterwards - 
which I often thought of as a sign of a brilliant 
night - always went away after a day or so. But 
about 10 years ago the high-pitched tone in my 
ears failed to go away. It became a permanent 
noise which I later learned was tinnitus. 

As well as knowing first-hand how hard it can 
be to cope with the constant high-pitched noise 
in my ears, I also know countless DJs, musi¬ 


cians and music lovers who are affected. While 
we are all now aware of the dangers and take 
precautions, ultimately we are resigned to a life 
with tinnitus. So are many thousands of others 
who make up the 10 per cent of the UK’s popu¬ 
lation who experience tinnitus. Many of these 
cases could have been prevented through better 
awareness. Music lovers should be encouraged 
to continue enjoying music, but they should also 
be better informed about how to protect their 
long-term hearing. I want to spread the mes¬ 
sage about the importance of protecting your 
ears when attending gigs, concerts and when 
listening to loud music. The long-term hearing 
health of the nation is at stake. 

Wearing hearing protection needn’t kill the 
music. Good earplugs simply decrease the music 
volume without affecting fidelity and in turn 
prevent hearing damage. Tinnitus is not just a 
clubbers’ affliction. People with a passion for 
classical music or opera who attend live concerts 
or who listen to loud music at home are just as 
likely to experience it as those who favour 
nightclubs and noisy bars. Tinnitus does not dis¬ 
criminate.

IT’S PROBABLY no accident 
that Chevrolet’s new family 
model is named after one of the 
world’s best known family play¬ 
grounds - Orlando in Florida. 

But there’s nothing of the fantasy world 
and roller-coaster ride about the new 
Chevy; the home of theme parks has given 
its name to a thoroughly down-to-earth 
and versatile all-new compact MPV. 

It arrives early next year with a generous 
amount of equipment and a typical bargain 
price - from £16,395 with the new 20 per 
cent VAT rate. 

And none too soon. The new seven-seater 
replaces and easily surpasses the Tacuma 
five-seat model that Chevy inherited when 
it bought out the old Daewoo car brand; the 
Tacuma was well past its prime when 
ditched two years ago. 

In the intervening time, Chevy dealers 
have hoped to capture family buyers with 
the impressively well-priced and specc’d 
Captiva SUV, also available with seven 
seats, but perhaps a little bulky for people 
hunting a proper MPV. 

Interestingly, the Orlando also now goes 
head-to-head with General Motors’ sister 
brand Vauxhall’s sector-leading Zafira, 
available from £14,995 but with nothing 
like the Orlando’s specification options.

There is also an extra rear view mirror

But it is the move up to the mid-range LT 
spec (from £17,395) that really impresses 
by adding rear parking distance sensors, a 
USB port, 16-inch alloys, climate control, 
driver’s armrest, leather-covered steering 
wheel, front fog lights, electric rear win¬ 
dows and an upgraded sound system with 
steering wheel audio controls.

Electric appeal of new Vauxhall Ampera 


VAUXHALL seems to be out in front in 
the electric race. 

Its Ampera model arrives next year 
with confirmation that it qualifies for a 
government plug-in car grant of £5,000, 
meaning that it will be available from 
£28,995. 

If that still sounds like a lot, remember 
most of the time the car will be running on 
a few pence worth of electricity from the 
household mains or one of the charging 
points already sprouting in some cities. 

In addition, unlike several other 
all-electric rivals, the Ampera and the 
closely related Volt due to arrive from sis¬ 
ter brand Chevrolet, also has a ‘range 
extender’ engine on board to boost the 
batteries if the original plug-in charge 
starts to run out. This counters one of the 



biggest worries about electric cars: what 
happens when the ‘juice’ runs out? 

In the VauxhaH’s case an all-electric 
range of 50 miles can be boosted to 360 if 
the small conventional engine starts lend¬ 
ing a hand. Running costs will also be 


aided by exemption from road tax and 
company car tax rating of just five per cent. 

A full charge for the Ampera’s battery 
can be achieved in less than four hours 
via a domestic 240v electricity socket at 
an average cost of around £1.

Hyundai ix20 


CLONING cars can be tricky. 
Giant American carmakers have 
come to grief thinking that buyers 
will settle for a bit of badge engi¬ 
neering and it almost certainly 
contributed to the demise of the 
former BMC/British Leyland. 

On the other hand, Toyota, Peugeot and 
Citroen have shown how subtle cosmetics can 
keep disparate bands of customers happy in 
the case of their city car clone - the Aygo, 107 
and Cl respectively. 

And now Hyundai has brought out what 
appears to be a simple variation on the theme 
of the Venga mini-MPV launched by sister 
brand Kia earlier this year. 


Except the Hyundai ix20 is no simple 
cloning exercise; impressive though the Kia is 
and coming as it does with a seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty, the Hyundai is a 
better car for arriving late to the party and 
still has that brand’s five-year/unlimited 
mileage warranty. 

Indeed, Kia’s design chief Peter Schreyer - 
the man who sculpted the original Audi TT - 
might be miffed that the sister brand has even 
stolen the styling honours here. 

For the ix20 disguises its relatively dumpy 


proportions even better than the Venga, 
helped by an aggressive nose with a hexagonal 
grille that draws the eye with distinctive 
crackle glaze meshing. 

The interior is also far superior in style and 
quality to the Kia, though ix20 prices start at 
£11,595 - just 100 quid more than the Venga. 

The big talking point though is the chassis; 
Hyundai has used the extra few months of 
pre-launch time to work on the ix20’s handling 
so it feels tighter yet has a more settled ride. 

Indeed, a long-range jaunt in our mid-spec 


1.4CRDi Active model kept prompting praise 
for the comfort of the seats and the ride on 
what were some pretty challenging roads. 

It also re-opened a debate I keep having on 
the choice of engine for the Venga/ix20; I dis¬ 
missed the diesel as too noisy and expensive 
upfront in the case of the Kia, but the Hyundai 
appears to have had some extra effort made in 
the NVH (noise, vibration and harshness) 
department that makes it harder to dismiss 
the £1,400 price difference between petrol and 
diesel.

The diesel will average more than 60mpg, 
but the petrol - offering an identical 89bhp - 
should still return 50mpg, so it could be some 
while before the diesel’s economy recovers the 
higher list price. 

Nevertheless, with the Hyundai’s greater 
refinement and comfort in all situations, the 
petrol versus diesel debate is far harder to call 
and both engines come with Hyundai’s eco- 
friendly ISG (Intelligent Stop & Go) to auto¬ 
matically kill and revive the engine in turgid 
traffic conditions. 


For those who must have an auto, there is 
also a 1.6-litre petrol option from £14,095, but 
it does not have the ISG and will average only 
just above 40mpg. 

On a practical note, the ix20 is nigh on 
unbeatable at the price; the Venga is obvious¬ 
ly a close match and the Nissan Note is worth 
a look - though it’s an older design - while the 
Honda Jazz is pricey and the ride won’t be to 
everyone’s taste. 

But the Hyundai is a great and stylish all- 
rounder, compact overall with a capacious 


cabin allowed by a long wheelbase. The rear 
bench is a genuine three-seater with a flat 
floor across the entire car - no discomfort for 
‘piggy in the middle’ then - and the ‘van’ space 
liberated by folding the rear seats flat is huge. 

There is a bonus too - a useful underfloor 
stowage area above the spare wheel. Cabin 
cubbies are everywhere and the ix20 comes 
with a foolproof USB connector as part of a 
comprehensive array of features. 

For most families this Hyundai will fit the 
bill - literally.

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Santa’s spies are on the festive case 


IN THIS day and age of checks and reviews, not 
even Father Christmas can escape scrutiny. 

The jolly, red-faced fellow is now the target of 
a ‘mystery shopper’ firm, keen to investigate 
whether Santa’s grotto delivers the full festive 
experience. 

And if he and his helpers fall short, the shop in 
question receives advice on how to improve. 

With much of hard-pressed retailers’ profitabil¬ 
ity vested in the festive season, it is perhaps no 
wonder that mystery shopping and customer 
service expert Shopper Anonymous Kent says it 
has seen a huge jump in demand from shops 
and tourist attractions, anxious to have their 
Christmas grotto vetted. 

Families are going undercover to report on 
their experiences, including customer service, 
price, length of queues, friendliness of elves, 



quality of the presents and even Santa’s ‘Ho ho 
ho’ catchphrase. Shopper Anonymous director 
Graham Seymour said a visit to Father 


Christmas isn’t just judged on whether a child is 
captivated or bursts into tears on Santa’s knee. 

“Visiting Father Christmas in his grotto is a 
major part of the build-up to Christmas for many 
families and, like any other purchase, they 
expect value for money,” he said. 

“Some retailers and attractions set out to 
make the whole visit magical, from actors in 
character entertaining children in the queue and 
creating an entire Christmas walk-through won¬ 
derland, to good quality gifts and even photos 
taken with the man with the big white beard. 

“At its worst, however, visiting Father 
Christmas can feel like a rip-off, with hour-long 
queues followed by an untrained man dressed 
as Santa getting grumpy with frightened children 
then palming them off with some cheap tat but 
still charging top dollar.” 


Resentment and alarm 
over VAT rise upheaval 


BUSINESSES in Kent are split 
about how they will cope with the 
VAT hike to 20 per cent on January 4 
- and they also resent the upheaval. 

Six out of 10 expect the rise from 17.5 per cent 
to hit their cashflow, and one in 10 fear it will 
really clobber their trading. 

The findings follow a survey by the accountan¬ 
cy profession’s voice, the ICAEW, which has also 
urged companies to start preparing for the new 
rate before they are inundated by the Christmas 
rush and festive and New Year holidays. 

The body’s regional director, Fay Webster, said: 
“Businesses in the South East have faced a 
number of admin burdens over the past two 
years as the VAT rate was first reduced to 15 per 
cent, then restored to 17.5 per cent and now to 
be increased to 20 per cent.

“At a time when companies are facing a tough 
2011, having to change the VAT rate is not a 
good way to start the New Year. Many will be 
worried about the effect it will have on sales in 
the first quarter, but preparation is the key to 
help ensure the transition is smooth.” 

Businesses affected by the VAT increase are 
also divided on how to deal with it. Thirty-six 
per cent say they will absorb the costs within the 
business; 30 per cent expect to increase their 
prices and the remaining 34 per cent plan a mix 
of both actions. 

Furthermore, Government fiddling with VAT 
rates over the last two years has made it the 
most burdensome administrative task for 33 per 
cent of firms, though it is still surpassed by pay¬ 
roll (50 per cent). Corporation tax (12 per cent) 
makes up the balance. 

On a practical note, the ICAEW advised: 


helping thousands of people every day, many of 
whom are the most vulnerable in our society.” 

The Powerlist focuses on success in business 
finance and IT; media, publishing and entertain¬ 
ment; politics, law and religion; and the public 
sector and third sector. The list also recognises 
black people in science, medicine and engineer¬ 
ing, sport, and the arts, fashion and design. It is 
published by Powerful Media in partnership with 
investment bank JP Morgan and media company 
Thomson Reuters. 

Although there are more celebrities on the list 
than ever before, with model Naomi Campbell, 
rapper Dizzee Rascal and actor Idris Elba all 
making debuts this year, the Top 10 on the list is 
dominated by business and finance. 

Mr Frederick, who is married with two sons, is 
also a governor at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, fellow of the Chartered Institute of 
Management and the Royal Society of Arts, mem¬ 
ber of the Institute of Directors, and on the busi¬ 
ness advisory group of the Kent Economic Board.

* UPDATES: If the site is regularly updated, people are 
likely to visit more often. This will create more traffic and 
increase? credibility with search engines. Invite people to 
join your mailing list, download brochures, follow you on 
Twitter and be your friend on Facebook, 

* MAKE IT INTERESTING: Increasingly, websites are built 
to capture the audience visually. Photography is crucial.

Countdown to new Caterham 


KENT sports car maker 
Caterham has announced it 
will unveil an entirely new 
model on January 13, 
writes Steve Loader. 

Though coy about the newcomer’s 
looks and whether it means expan¬ 
sion and new jobs at its Dartford fac¬ 
tory, it is a positive sign amid a UK 
motor industry where demand is 
generally flat. The firm’s business 
derives from variations on the 
highly successfully Caterham 7, 
which has a strong following inter¬ 
nationally as a light and inexpen¬ 
sive track car as well as a road-going 
fun car. 

But the original Lotus design dates 
from 1957. Caterham bought the 
production rights in 1973 from Colin 


Chapman, the car’s designer and 
Lotus founder. Caterham made a 
notable effort to break away from 
reliance on the Seven by producing 
the Caterham 21 in 1994 as a stylish 
contrast from the bug-eyed Seven, 
but it was largely the same beneath 
the body and just 48 were made. 


Though it has since gained some 
cult status, Caterham will hope for 
rather more from its belated succes¬ 
sor. In the meantime, arguably the 


best known Caterham 7 in the world 
has made its final bow. The 
Caterham Superlight R500 in which 
Top Gear’s ‘tame racing driver’ the 
Stig embarrassed many far more 
expensive supercars recently went 
on display at Marks and Spencer’s 
Bluewater store, close to Caterham’s 
production site. It was used to pro¬ 
mote the M&S range of remote con¬ 
trol R500s, which includes the 
Stig’s colour scheme (pictured). 

Caterham Cars’ marketing 
manager, James Drake, said: 
“The white and orange R500 
has already claimed its place 
in motoring history. It’s worked 
hard since the new R500 was 
launched in 2008 and we feel it’s now 
time to let it have a rest. It will still 
be available as a static display car, 
but its hard driving days are over.”

TOURISM champion Visit Kent 
has announced an expansion of its 
annual tourism, leisure and hospi¬ 
tality weekend showcase staged 
earlier this year. 

And the clearest sign of its new status is a 
change from being the Kent Big Day Out to 
Kent Big Weekend Out, to be held on 
Saturday and Sunday, March 26-27, next year. 

This year’s event, also in March, attracted 
128 organisations - from castles, stately 
homes and steam trains to performance arts 
workshops and theatres - which offered 
18,000 free tickets online to residents.

Brooking in praise for £400,000 football facilities 


NEW FOOTBALL facilities in Kent have been 
heavily praised by Sir Trevor Brooking as a 
blueprint for the rest of the country. 

The Football Association’s director of football 
development was the guest of honour as two 
state-of-the-art mini soccer pitches were 
opened in Dartford. 

The £400,000 project is part of a wide range 
of facilities at Princes Park open to the local 
community which have been funded through a 
combination of the Football Foundation and 
Dartford council. 

The lack of requirement for councils to build 
sports facilities is a source of frustration for 
Brooking, but the West Ham legend was delight¬ 
ed to see what had been achieved in Dartford. 

He said: “Unfortunately in this country local 
authorities don’t have any statutory require-

ments to put in sports facilities so when 
they’re tight for money they cut them. They 
don’t understand the wider benefit that sport 


plays with developing youngsters, cutting 
crime, etc. It’s good you can get a scheme like 
this because you can use it as an example 
across the country.” 

Significant grass-roots plans were part of 
England’s bid for the 2018 World Cup. Despite 
losing out to Russia earlier this month, 
Brooking believes the prospect of a Great 
Britain team competing at the Olympics for 
the first time in more than 50 years at the 
London Games could provide just as big a fillip. 

He said: “It’s massive, it will be bigger than 
anyone anticipates, so we have a great oppor¬ 
tunity, almost much quicker than anybody 
would have imagined, to have an exciting time 
for men, women and all the youngsters to 
watch it and have a legacy afterwards. We’ve 
got to try and capitalise on that.”

ENGLAND sevens player Dan 
Caprice will finish the year at 
the top of the World Series and 
the Kent-born wing insists his 
side now fear none of their rivals. 

Caprice played a pivotal role as England 
reached the final of last weekend’s event in 
George, South Africa, where they moved to 
the head of the rankings despite a last-gasp 
defeat to New Zealand. 

The 21-year-old scored in a 22-12 semi¬ 
final win over reigning champions Samoa, 
a week after England lifted the trophy at 
the opening round of the series in Dubai. 

Caprice, a former Sevenoaks schoolboy, 
was part of the England squad which 
finished fifth in last season’s competition 
and he sees no reason why they cannot 
maintain their blistering start to the new 
campaign. 

Notable 

“It was great to get to another final 
because winning becomes a habit,” he said. 

“To come so close was really disappoint¬ 
ing, but our aim is to win the World Series 
and we’re on course for that. 

“To be that disappointed to lose shows 
something about our character and the fact 
we’re looking to be in every final, rather 
than the quarters or semis like last year.” 

Caprice, bom in Chatham, has become 
central to England’s plans and he says the 
experience of taking such notable scalps will 
be a huge boost both for him and the team. 

He said: “On the way to the Dubai final 
we beat the top four teams on the bounce 
and we’ve now beaten South Africa. 

“It takes the gloss off the other teams 
when you beat them, so there’s nothing for 
us to fear. 

“It hasn’t really sunk in yet, it’s the first 
time I’ve been in a number one team and 
even in sevens it’s a big achievement to be 
knocking over the big nations.” 

Caprice returns to World Series action 
with England in February, as they travel to 
New Zealand and the United States looking 
to cement their tag of title contenders.

Conway unfazed 
as talks over new 
contract continue 

INDYCAR driver Mike Conway is yet to 
confirm his plans for the 2011 season, but is 
not about to hit the panic button. 

The Sevenoaks racer miraculously escaped a 
220mph crash at the prestigious Indianapolis 
500 race in May and is keen to return to the 
American series next season, but is yet to 
agree a new deal. 

The 27-year-old, who survived the horrific 
accident with fractures to his leg and back, 
met with the Dreyer Reinbold team, his 
employers for the last two seasons, to discuss a 
deal for next year. Despite receiving positive 
feedback a deal has not been forthcoming, 
although the Indianapolis-based team have 
already signed up Conway’s team-mate from 
last year, Justin Wilson. 

Conway said: “The meeting was good, but 
nothing has been signed yet. Obviously I 
would have liked to have something sorted 
before the turn of the year but, for example, 
last year we didn’t have anything agreed until 
mid-February. I’m still feeling confident. 

“It is difficult for drivers at this time of the 
year, but you get used to it. We are just going 
to keep working on sponsorship budget and 
talking to people.” 

Conway doesn’t have any tests lined up as of 
yet, which is prolonging his return to any form 
of racing. He is yet to step into the cockpit of an 
Indycar since the accident earlier this year.

Cash boost will benefit grass-roots coaching 


GYMNASTICS coaches in Kent could 
be given fresh resources in their search 
for the next Beth Tweddle after the 
sport received a large cash boost in a 
recent spending review. 

As one of six summer Olympic sports 
to be financially rewarded by UK Sport 
for strong performances, gymnastics 
will receive an extra £625,000 ahead of 
the London 2012 Games. 

With several Kent youngsters 
already competing internationally and 
participation levels up at several clubs, 
the county’s head of gymnastics wel¬ 
comed the funding and hinted at just 
how useful the money could prove. 


Geoff Turner, chairman of the Kent 
Gymnastics executive committee, said: 
“We’ve had great successes in gymnas¬ 
tics, but we need more money at 
grass-roots level to produce more than 
one Beth Tweddle every five years. 

'We need a lot more of them and 
there’s no reason why they shouldn’t be 
coming from Kent. 

“There are lots of coaches within 
Kent who work full-time and they then 
do four hours’ coaching four or five 
times a week. 

“They can’t afford to give up their 
jobs, but the funding could enable peo¬ 
ple to become full-time coaches.” 


Alongside the likes of Courtney 
Tulloch, from Maidstone’s Pegasus 
Gymnastics Club, another of the coun¬ 
ty^ sports personalities in line to bene¬ 
fit from the funding short-term is 
Canterbury hockey player Nat 
Seymour. The defender has been on 
England’s centralised training pro¬ 
gramme at Bisham Abbey for more 
than a year, and with hockey’s funding 
improved by £1 million over the next 
two years, her place on the scheme 
could be further cemented. 

The other sports handed bonuses in 
last week’s review were boxing, canoe¬ 
ing, rowing and taekwondo.

Farbrace conceme 
over schedule that’s 

‘not right for cricket’

KENT head coach Paul 
Farbrace has labelled the club’s 
2011 fixture schedule released 
last week as “terrible” and “hap¬ 
hazard” for both players and 
spectators of county cricket. 

Highlights for next season include a one- 
day game with India - which will be one of 
five games under the new floodlights at St 
Lawrence - trips to Lord’s and an extra 
Friends Provident t20 fixture added to the 
Tunbridge Wells Festival. 

However, with the England and Wales 
Cricket Board not looking to reduce the 
county schedule until the 2012 season, it 
means Kent and other counties face anoth¬ 
er summer travelling long distances and 
playing back-to-back fixtures. 

Kent’s cricketers will also have to play a 
championship game in the middle of next 
season’s t20 tournament, which is usually 
hugely unpopular with the players, while 
the ‘home’ game at the Oval - trialled last 
year - is not on next year’s schedule. 

For Farbrace, who voiced his concerns 
last summer when he had just a handful of 


days to work with his players in the first 
three months of the season, it’s going to be 
another long hard season. 

“I think [the fixtures] are terrible,” he said. 

“The programming for players, specta¬ 
tors and members is very poor from the 


■ SEVERAL jobs at Kent County Cricket 
Club are to be made redundant. 
While explaining that the club were 
going through a consultation process, 
chief executive Jamie Clifford would not 
say how many jobs are under threat. 

He said: “There are individuals at risk of 
redundancy and we are going through 
that process. The club will not be com¬ 
menting on that process as that would 
not be fair to those involved.

point of view that you don’t know when 
championship cricket starts; it’s too hap¬ 
hazard, the amount of cricket they are try¬ 
ing to cram in is ridiculous. 

“We have to play a championship game 
and two t20’s back to back, and I think 
that’s a bit much. 

“It’s great we are going to have floodlights 


and we will be playing Twenty20 evening 
games at Canterbury and hopefiilly that will 
attract people in, but what isn’t exciting from 
a players’ and spectators’ point of view is 
that it’s so congested with so much cricket. 

‘We’ve then got seven or eight weeks with¬ 
out cricket at Canterbury. It really doesn’t 
allow for good preparation or practice.” 

The club’s coach also warned the stan¬ 
dard of t20 cricket is likely to diminish as a 
result of back-to-back games that come 
with late finishes, and believes the 16-game 
Clydesdale Bank 40 competition is too long. 

“Unicorns, Scotland and Holland; I would 
take them out of the fixture programme 
and reduce the games by two in CB40,” 
Farbrace said. ‘You want to keep it a qual¬ 
ity product that people want to come and 
watch and the danger is that it’s so con¬ 
densed that you end up with less intensity 
“We play a four-day game at the Oval 
(July 10), followed by a t20 floodlit game at 
the Oval the next day, followed by a t20 
floodlit game at Chelmsford the next day 
“The following day we are on a bus to 
Holland to play a 40-over game, then the next 
day we travel to Cheltenham to play a four- 
day game. That cannot be right for cricket. 

“The intensity has to suffer somewhere 
in that 12-day window, it’s impossible to 
maintain standards.”

A change of goal 

Hard lessons gave Murdoch new direction

IF GILLINGHAM’S performances 
ever give Andy Hessenthaler cause 
to question his return to 
Priestfield, a quick chat with the 
newest member of the club’s coach¬ 
ing staff should be enough to con¬ 
vince him how fortunate he is. 

The Gills’ early season struggles saw the 
manager come under pressure from support¬ 
ers and the media alike to turn around the 
club’s fortunes. But as low as the Gills have 
sunk at times this season, it pales into com¬ 
parison with the challenges faced by their new 
goalkeeping coach during his first, and only, 
stint as a full-time manager. 

As baptisms of fire go, Stuart Murdoch’s 
reign as the last manager of Wimbledon was 
as tough as it gets. 

Unique 

With a front row seat as the club disintegrat¬ 
ed around the players, his tenure spanned the 
troubled times which saw the Dons leave 
Selhurst Park and controversially move 60 
miles north to Milton Keynes. 

“I look now at clubs going into administra¬ 
tion and it’s an everyday occurrence, but ours 
was a totally unique situation,” he said. 

“It was one of the first administrations and 
a different one to everybody else because we 
didn’t have any owners, we didn’t have a 
ground, we didn’t have anything. 

“I didn’t understand the pressure until I 
came out of it and I suddenly thought ‘gosh, 
what went on there?’ It was difficult and I’ve 
not gone back into management since.

“I’ve had a couple of opportunities but have 
said no and stuck at goalkeeping coaching.” 

The lowest point came as a result of 
Gillingham’s interest in striker Patrick 


Agyemang, who was sold for around £150,000 
in January 2004. 

Murdoch recalls: “I was phoned up at half 
past 12 on a Saturday having just had a team 
meeting to be told that Patrick couldn’t play 
the game in the afternoon. 

“It’s things like that when you step back and 
think about it afterwards you think ‘how 
ridiculous was that?’ 

“The administrator said he couldn’t play, I 
said he was an integral part of our plans and 
we need to win this game. 

“I said what’s going to happen if I play him? 
Well, you won’t be here at half past four’, you 
have to make decisions like that and I was 
that close to saying ‘okay, I won’t be here at 
half past four then’, but then you think you 
have a wife and kids and you’ve got to get on 
with it. It was all those positions you were put 
in that you shouldn’t have been put in.” 

Possession 

Stung by the experience, he reverted back to 
his former incarnation as goalkeeping coach. 
It has taken him to several clubs, including 
Norwich City and Southampton, before link¬ 
ing up with Hessenthaler, a friend from their 
days at Watford, last month. 

Gills goalkeepers Alan Julian and Lance 
Cronin have both had runs in the first-team 
this season and Murdoch believes their situa¬ 
tion has bred a useful competitive atmos¬ 
phere. 

He said: “The one in possession has got to 
fight to keep it and the one who has gone out 
for whatever reason has to fight to get it back. 
I think that’s a healthy position and the pair of 
them appear to me to take that on board. 

“Most goalkeepers are the same, wherever 
I’ve been over the years they always work 
hard, support each other, it’s a healthy rivalry 
and good competition.”

Supporters raise 
cash to lift Wings 
out of the mire 

WELLING United supporters have raised 
more then £60,000 in a matter of eight days 
to save the club from possible extinction. 

The Conference South side were facing a 
winding up order served by HMRC in 
August for debts of £97,000 and failure to 
pay the costs could have enforced adminis¬ 
tration and potential collapse. Although the 
club have survived courtesy of a monumen¬ 
tal effort from supporters, owner for 47 years 
Barrie Hobbins says there is plenty of work 
to do to avoid further financial trouble. 

After receiving the winding up petition, 
the Wings were given 14 weeks to pay off the 
debt and during this time the club have 
raised £38,000. However, supporters 
stumped up £64,900 to reach the £97,000 
target, which was paid to HMRC on 
Wednesday through a loan scheme launched 
on December 3. Donations and the purchase 
of long-term season tickets by supporters 
also contributed to the total. 

Hobbins said: “I’m delighted but it is the 
supporters alone that take all the credit.” 

The club are to form a new constitution in 
January which will allow supporters, who 
helped in the fundraising effort, a say in how 
Welling is to be run in the future.

TALKS have taken place to decide whether 
Gillingham will offer Danny Spiller and Bruce 
Inkango extensions to their short-term 
contracts. 

Andy Hessenthaler, the club’s manager, met 
with chairman Paul Scally on Friday to make a 
decision on the pair, who will be informed early 
next week. 

Inkango’s deal expired this weekend, while 
Spiller’s runs out just before the New Year’s Day 
clash with Stevenage Borough.

It could impact on whether any deals are 
forthcoming, but Hessenthaler gave nothing 
away before the meeting. 

He said: “Both players want to know, espe¬ 
cially Bruce because he’s come from France 
and he’ll want to know where he’s at for 
Christmas. It’s important he knows, and for 
Danny’s peace of mind whether he’s here to the 
end of the season or, if in the next week or 10 


days, he’ll have to look for another club. 

“Whichever way it goes it’s not an easy situ¬ 
ation, I’ve got to say that.” 

Spiller told Kent on Sunday last week he felt 
his performances this season had done enough 
to justify a longer deal. The midfielder, in his 
second spell at the club, started his 100th 
league game for the Gills last weekend and has 
featured in 16 of their 19 league games so far. 

Inkango has made less of an impact and five 
of his six appearances have come as a late 
substitute. 

The French winger’s solitary start came in the 
goalless draw against Southend in September.

MAIDSTONE Rugby Club have 
been charged with failing to fully 
investigate the deliberate gouge 
which blinded an opposition player 
in one eye, in what is set to become 
a test case for the sport. 

Gravesend player Clarence Harding was 
left blinded in a Kent Cup tie between the 
two sides at The Mote on January 17. 

An investigation into the incident was then 
launched by the police, the Rugby Football 
Union (RFU) and Maidstone. 

However, the police found insufficient 
evidence to bring charges against any player, 
while Maidstone’s internal investigation also 
found no-one guilty of the incident. 

An RFU disciplinary hearing last month 
cleared Maidstone player Matt lies of injur¬ 
ing Harding, but they ruled it had been a 
deliberate gouge, rather than a freak acci¬ 
dent, which had cost the Gravesend player 
the sight in his right eye. 

After lengthy deliberations, which included 
taking independent advice from a leading 
QC, the union this week brought two charges 
against Maidstone having been unable to 
identify the individual who committed the 
offence. 

For the RFU to charge a club collectively for 
the actions of one player is very rare, but 
there is even less history when it comes to a 
club accused of not properly investigating an 
incident of this nature. 

With the outcome of the January hearing 
likely to set a precedent for this type of case, 
the disciplinary panel are not bound by pre¬ 
scribed sanctions and any punishment handed 
down to Maidstone will be at their discretion. 

The first charge details that: “An unidenti¬ 
fied player or players of Maidstone RFC 
committed a serious and deliberate act of foul 
play which caused an opponent to lose the 
sight in his right eye,” while the second 
states: “Maidstone RFC have failed to inves¬ 
tigate fully an allegation of serious foul play 
committed by one of the club’s players which 
resulted in an opposition player losing the 
sight of his right eye.” 

The club have been summoned to a further 
disciplinary hearing at the London Bloomsbury

Holiday Inn on January 12, where a 
three-man panel will determine their fate. 

Maidstone did not expel or suspend any 
player following the incident and they are 
set to plead not guilty at the next hearing, 
having released a statement on Thursday 

It read: “In respect of any enquiries 
regarding the RFU detailing the next 
hearing relating to the alleged eye-goug¬ 
ing, Maidstone Rugby deny all allegations 
against it, and will make no further com¬ 
ment until the conclusion of the hearing.” 
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
